TOWN OF ROME FOR YEAR 1946 


GREETINGS: : 


The cessation of war activities, political changes, strike conditions 
with its obvious unemployment, causes us to realize that many people 
will be compelled to lower their standards of living. These people 
previously working and living in large industrial areas, will be returning 
to the smaller communities. Some will be able to carry out an improved 
standard of living; others, less wise, a lower standard. Communicable 
disease is on the upswing in many places. Therefore, with these factors 
in mind, it would appear that the health of our community is a very 
vital thing, needing the constant cooperation of the Community with 
the State through the Public Health Nursing Service. 


Report of Nursing Service for 1946: 


17 days of Nursing Service was allocated to Rome. 78 home 
visits were made to interpret the principles of healthful living to moles 
infants, preschools, and school children. 

There were 3 Child Health Conférences held with an attendance 
of 35 children. Physical examinations and protection against communi- 
cable disease were offered. 13 children were vaccinated against small- 
pox; 7 protected against diphtheria and 5 against whooping cough. 

Tuberculin testing in all schools resulted in 55 children, with the 
consent of their parents, being tested. Free x-rays by the State Bureau 
of Health Mobile Unit at Waterville were given where indicated. No 
active Tuberculosis was found. 


Audiometer testing of hearing loss has not been done as planned 
but will be before the ending of the school year. 


In. making the above report of the Seryice for 1946, may I, as your 
Public Health Nurse, thank you for past cooperation and urge a con- 
tinuation of this loyal support for 1947!

EQUALIZATION 


In December 1947, the Town of Rome will not receive any equali- 
zation money from the State. This is because the law states the school 
tax rate for a town must be above the average for the State if the town’ 
is to receive equalization; and the school tax rate for the Town of Rome 
is .01126, while the average tax rate of the several towns for school 


.. maintenance in the State is .01855. Our school tax rate of .01126 is 


arrived at by dividing our local school maintenance appropriation, which 
is $5,600, by the State valuation of the town, which is $497,413. 

The financial statement included in this report shows the total re- 
ceipts'and disbursements of the school department for the year ending 
February 8, 1947. The total receipts for the year in the common school 
fund account $6,478.42, high school tuition account $3,683.09, books 
and supplies account $410.00, repairs account $328.12, administration 
account $285.00. The total disbursements in the common school ac- 
count were $6,120.87, in high school tuition account $2,424.21, in books 
and supplies account $426.35, in the repairs account $123.00, in admin- 
istration account $354.51. The unexpended balance in each account is 
as follows: common school account $357.55, high school tuition: ac- 
count $1,258.88, repairs account $205.12. There is a deficit in the fol- 
lowing accounts: in books and supplies $16.35, in administration ac- 
count: $89.54.

17 days of nursing service were spent in your town. These con- 
sisted of home visiting to expectant mothers, infant and preschool 
children, school visits and Child Health Conference visits. 


4 Child Health Conferences were held with a total of 70 con- 
ference visits. Physical examinations were offered. 34 vaccinations 
against smallpox, and 18 immunizations against whooping cough and 
diphtheria were completed. 

The following suggestions are offered for 1948: 

1. At least 3 Child Health Conferences. 

2. Town-wide immunization against smallpox, diphtheria, and 
whooping cough, if indicated. 

3. Audiometer testing for hearing loss in children from fourth 
grade and up. 

4. Tuberculin testing of upper grades.

COMMENTS 


TREASURER 

All receipts as issued by the Treasurer were checked in detail to 
the Treasurer's Cash Account. Banking is done in Oakland with the 
Depositors Trust Company. Schedule 3 has been set up showing re- 
ceipts and deposits each month and this indicates that deposits were 
promptly made by the Treasurer. 

' The Cash Balance was reconciled with statement of the Depositors 
Trust Co. as of February 21, 1948, and this reconciliation is shown in 
Schedue 1. Properly approved warrants have been drawn to cover all 
disbursements made by the Treasurer. These charges are shown against 
proper appropriations in Exhibit C. Schedule 2, Outstanding Checks, 
discloses the fact that there are still outstanding a number of checks 
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issued prior to November 1, 1944. Owing to records not being avail- 
able, it was not possible to obtain full information on five of these old 
checks. I would recommend that these five old checks be cancelled 
and the Surplus Account credited for the total. By reference to 
Schedule 2 it will be seen that the majority of Outstanding Checks are 
of recent date and that many of them have already been paid in the 
subsequent year. 

Trust Funds and Post War Fund in the custody of the Treasurer 
were individually checked with Savings Account Books and detail will 
be found in Schedules 9 and 10. 


Overdue Temporary Loans amounting to $4,000.00, were out-_ 


standing on February 20, 1948. Schedule 8 gives detailed information 
relative to this loan. 

Individual payroll records for Withholding Tax purposes appear 
to be sufficient and all taxes withheld have been paid according to law. 
This also holds true regarding Teachers’ Retirement Fund. 

Exhibit A indicates that at the close of the Municipal year there 
was a Net Surplus of $2,082.85 compared with a Net Surplus of 
$4,331.94 shown the previous year. Analysis of Changes in Net Sur- 
plus will be found in Exhibit D.

TAX COLLECTOR 

Considerable time was spent on the 1947 taxes. The valuation book 
and the Collector’s Tax List agrees within four cents, which was an 
error in computation. Exhibit E shows in detail the Tax Collector’s 
report. The amount properly charged to the Collector as shown in this 
Exhibit has been accounted for by cash to the Treasurer, Authorized 
Abatements, Amount due from Collector, or remained unpaid as sum- 
marized in Schedule 12. A separate schedule has been set up showing 
in detail the amount due from the Tax Collector. 

Supplemental taxes were not properly committed, but apparently 
have been accounted for by the Collector. 

Oral confirmation has been given by your Selectmen covering 
Abatements. 

Payments on Prior Years’ Taxes were carefully examined and it 
was discovered that five receipts were not properly credited, neither 
was the amount of these receipts turned over to the Treasurer. Detail 
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of these back taxes will be found in Schedule 11, “ Accounts Receiv- 
able — Tax Collector”. Summary of Uncollected Taxes for All Prior 
Years is shown in Schedule 13.

EXCISE TAX COLLECTOR 

Excise Tax Collections were verified from triplicate copy of re- 
ceipts. Exhibit F has been set up to show that through error the Excise 
Tax Collector has not remitted in full, but still owes a balance of $16.62, 


which I have set up as Accounts Receivable. It would appear from 
dates on Excise Tax receipts and dates on Treasurer’s receipts that the 
Excise Tax Collector is not remitting monthly as required by law. 


TOWN CLERK 
Records of the Town Clerk were checked for verification of Appro- 
priations. 
Oaths of Town Officials appear to have been properly administered. 
There were no Miscellaneous Licenses issued during the year. 


GENERAL 


A test check was made of invoices and payrolls to an extent deemed 
necessary, and this check indicated that all charges were correct and 
have been properly recorded. 

My only external verification made as at the close of the Fiscal 
Year was with the bank to reconcile the cash balance, and Post War 
Fund and Trust Accounts. No external verification of unpaid taxes 


was made. 


No Tax Liens have been taken on unpaid real estate taxes since 
the year 1941. 


It would appear that some liens were placed on 1947 taxes during 


the year 1948/49.

HEALTH 

Again this year, according to law, samples of the water used by 
each school for drinking and culinary purposes was submitted to the 
State Department of Health and Welfare for chemical and bacteriologi- 
cal analysis. One well was rejected and a new sample was taken from 
another well. 

In order to comply with the law, all teachers, janitors, school lunch 
cooks, bus drivers or any others who come in contact with the students 
must, every two years, submit to a chest X-ray. This examination will 
be required again during the year 1949. We will be fortunate to have 
access to the mobile unit used for this purpose on Friday, May 13, 1949, 
at the Wilbert G. Mallett School, Farmington. Teachers will be taken 
care of in the morning and all others in the afternoon on that day. 


TEACHERS 
Mrs. Beulah Richardson and Mrs. Frances P. Watson have arranged 
to attend special classes in Waterville to extend their credits. 
About two years ago in School Union No. 40 which includes the 
towns of Mercer, Mount Vernon, New Sharon, Rome, Starks and 
Vienna a teachers’ association was organized, which is known as The 
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Franklin, Kennebec, Somerset Teachers’ Association. This has proved 
to be a very worthwhile organization. The members meet in one of 
the towns on the third Thursday of each month. A supper is followed 
by a business meeting and program. 

The program this year has been planned to cover the fields of 
Arithmetic, Language, Social Studies, Spelling and Writing, Reading, 
and Physical Education. Reports on modern methods, new teaching 
_ procedures or a demonstration of actual work with children by a teacher 
are given and then followed by a discussion and question period, in 
which all teachers participate, giving reports of results obtained and 
ideas from their own experience. This sharing of ideas and discussion 
of methods and procedures is being recommended by the leading edu- 
cators today; and the results are already showing in the classrooms. 


EQUALIZATION 

In December 1949, the Town of Rome will not receive any equal- 
ization money from the State. This is because the law states the school 
tax rate for a town must be above the average for the State if the town 
is to recéive equalization; and the school tax rate for the Town of Rome 
is .01709, while the average tax rate for the several towns for school 
maintenance in the State is .02483. 

Our school tax rate of .01709 is arrived at by dividing our local 
school maintenance appropriation, which is $8,700, by the State valua- 
tion of the town, which is $509,000.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
ANNUAL REPORT 1949— ROME 
Greetings: 


During the several years in which I have had the pleasure of serv- 
ing you as Public Health Nurse, I find, in reviewing our program, that, 
although our Health problems are many, we still have accomplished 
some of the things we have attempted. More mothers are seeking med- 
ical supervision earlier in pregnancy, infants and preschool children are 
examined more often by a physician; a larger majority of children of 
all ages are protected against communicable diseases and physical de- 
fects are recognized and treated earlier. All these things tend to im- 
prove the health conditions in your town. 

Home visiting, school work, Child Health Conference services, 
Clinic services for defects all comprise the Health program. All are 
available; all are used. 

At the four Child Health Conferences this summer the total attend- 
ance was 60. 41 physical examinations were given; 10 children were 
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vaccinated against smallpox; 13 immunized against diphtheria and 
whooping cough and six against tetanus. 

Three of the five schools have had audiometer testing for hearing 
loss. Out of 20 children tested, one was found to have hearing loss and 
has been referred to Hard of Hearing Clinic for diagnosis and correc- 
tion. The two other schools will be tested as soon as the machine is 
repaired. 

May I thank your community for its support in the Public Health 
Program in 1949 and for the years to come?

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EQUALIZATION 
In December 1950, the Town of Rome will not receive any equali- 
zation money from the State. This is because the law states the school 
tax rate for a town must be above the average if the town is to re- 
ceive equalization; and the school tax rate for the Town of Rome is 
01728, while the average tax rate for the several towns for school 
maintenance in the State is .02549.

COMMENTS 


TREASURER 


All receipts issued by the Treasurer were checked in detail to the 
Treasurer’s Cash Account. Banking is done with the Depositors Trust 
Company in Oakland. Schedule 3 showing receipts and deposits each 
month would indicate that the Treasurer has made deposits promptly. 
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The Cash Balance was reconciled with statement of the Depositors 
Trust Co. as of February 18, 1949. This reconciliation is shown in 
Schedule 1. 

Properly approved warrants have been drawn to cover all disburse- 
ments made by the Treasurer. These charges are shown against proper 
Appropriations in Exhibit C. 

Schedule 2, Outstanding Checks, discloses the fact that there are still 
outstanding a number of checks issued prior to and during 1942. Ow- 
ing to records not being available, it was not possible to obtain full in- 
formation on five of these old checks. I would again recommend that 
these five old checks, together with three issued in 1942, be cancelled 
and Surplus Account credited for the total. By referring to Schedule 2, 
it will be seen that the majority of outstanding checks are of recent date. 

Trust Funds in the custody of the Treasurer were individually 
checked with Savings Account Books and detail will be found in Sched- 
ule 9. 

Overdue Tax Anticipation Loans amounting to $500.00, were out- 
standing on February 23, 1949. Schedule 8 gives detailed information 
relative to this loan. 

A new Ledger has been set up during the year and all accounts 
therein have been closed by your auditor so that this ledger is now in 
agreement with the Auditor’s Report. 

Individual payroll records for Withholding Tax purposes appear to 
be sufficient and all taxes withheld have been paid according to Treas- 
ury regulations. This also holds true regarding Teacher’s Retirement 
Fund. 

Exhibit A indicates that at the close of the Municipal year there 
was a Net Surplus of $2,419.88 compared with the Net Surplus of 
$2,082.85 shown the previous year. Analysis of Changes in Net Sur- 
plus will be found in Exhibit D.

TAX COLLECTOR 

It was necessary to spend considerable time on the 1948 Taxes. The 
Valuation Book and the Collector’s Tax list did not agree and adjust- 
ment for this difference is shown in Exhibit E, which contains in detail 
the Tax Collector’s Report. The amount properly charged to the Col- 
lector has been accounted for by Cash to the Treasurer, authorized 
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Abatements, adjustment for overpayment by the Collector, or remained 
unpaid as summarized in Schedule 13. The overpayment of 1948 taxes 
by the Tax Collector is shown in detail in Schedule 11. 

Supplemental taxes were not properly committed, but apparently 
have been accounted for by the Collector. 

Abatement Book has been written up by your Auditor and properly 
signed by your Assessors. 

Payments on prior years taxes were carefully examined and it would 
appear that proper accounting by the Tax Collector has been made on 
all collections.

EXCISE TAX COLLECTOR 

Excise Tax Collections were verified from triplicate copy of receipts. 
Exhibit F has been set up to show that through error the Excise Tax 
Collector has not remitted in full, but still owes a balance of $5.00, which 
has been set up as Accounts Receivable. It would appear from dates on 
Excise Tax receipts and dates on Treasurer’s receipts that the Excise 
Tax Collector has not remitted monthly as required by law. Attention 
was called to this last year. 


TOWN CLERK 
Records of the Town Clerk were checked for verification of Appro- 
priations. 
Oaths of Town Officials appear to have been properly administered. 
There were no Miscellaneous Licenses issued during the year. 


GENERAL 

A test check was made of invoices and payrolls to an extent deemed 
necessary. This check indicated charges to be correct and properly re- 
corded. 

My only external verification as at the close of the Fiscal Year was 
with the Bank to reconcile the cash balance, and Trust Accounts. No 
external verification of unpaid taxes was made. 

No adjustment in Reserve for Uncollected Taxes was made, as it is 
your Auditor’s understanding that during the year 1949 the assessors 
were to take some action relative to all taxes which have been outlawed. 
If and when this is done, charge will be made against the Reserve for 
Tax Losses, and if this reserve is insufficient, any further amount will be 
charged to Surplus.

COMMENTS 


TREASURER 

All receipts issued by the Treasurer were checked in detail to the 
Treasurer’s Cash Account. Banking is done with the Depositors Trust 
Company in Oakland. Schedule 3 showing receipts and deposits each 
month would indicate that the Treasurer has made deposits promptly. 

The Cash Balance was reconciled with statement of the Depositors 
Trust Company as of February 10, 1951. This reconciliation is shown 
in Schedule 1. 

Properly approved warrants have been drawn to cover all disburse- 
ments made by the Treasurer. These charges are shown against proper 
Appropriations in Exhibit C. 

Schedule 2, Outstanding Checks, discloses the fact that there are 
still outstanding a number of checks issued prior to 1945. I would re- 
peat my recommendation of last year that these old checks be cancelled 
and Surplus Account credited for the total. 

Trust Funds in the custody of the Treasurer were individually 
checked ,with Savings Account Books and detail will be found in 
Schedule 9. 

Individual payroll records for Withholding Tax Purposes appear to 
be sufficient and all taxes withheld have been paid according to Treasury 
regulations. This also holds true regarding Teacher’s Retirement Fund. 

Attention is called to Schedule 5, Summary of Tax Liens, wherein 
it is disclosed that I was unable to locate three (3) tax liens as mentioned 
in this Schedule. I would again suggest that search be made to see if 
these tax liens can be located. I would also suggest to the Selectmen 
the advisability of making a study of these tax liens to determine whether 
or not items contained therein should be transferred and set up as Town 
’ Tax Acquired Property. 

Exhibit A indicates that at the close of the Municipal Year there 
was a Net Surplus of $4,846.41, as compared with a Net Deficit of 
$135.94 shown the previous year. Analysis of Changes in Net Surplus 
will be found in Exhibit D.

TAX COLLECTOR 


The Tax Collector’s report is shown in Exhibit E. The amount 
properly charged to the Collector has been accounted for by Cash to the 
Treasurer, and Abatements, or remained uncollected as summarized in 
Schedule 12. 

Supplemental taxes were not properly committed, but apparently 
have been accounted for by the Collector. 

Abatement Book has been written up by your Auditor and properly 
signed by your Assessors. 

Payments on prior years’ taxes were carefully examined and it would 
appear that proper accounting by the Tax Collector has been made on 
all collections.

EXCISE TAX COLLECTOR 

Excise Tax Collections were verified from triplicate copy of receipts. 
It would appear from dates on Excise Tax receipts and dates on Treas- 
urer’s receipts that the Excise Tax Collector has not remitted monthly 
as required by Law. Attention was called to this last year. 


TOWN CLERK 
Records of the Town Clerk were checked for verification of Appro- 
priations. 
Oaths of Town Officials appear to have been properly administered. 
There were no Miscellaneous Licenses issued during the year. 


GENERAL 


A test check was made of invoices and payrolls to an extent deemed 
necessary. This check indicated charges to be correct and properly 
recorded. 

My only external verification as to the close of the Fiscal Year was 
with the Bank to reconcile the Cash Balance, and Trust Accounts. No 
external verification of unpaid taxes was made.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING ANNUAL REPORT 
1950 


The Public Health Nursing activities in your town have been re- 
duced to some extent during the year 1950 because of the necessity of 
changing nurses in June. As you must realize it takes some time to 
become oriented to a new district. The time used in this manner is 
essential to build up working relationships in the community so that a 
good health program can be planned. 


During the summer months 3 Child Health Conferences were held 
at the Grange Hall. The total attendance was 22. Each child was 
given a physical examination and immunizations were completed as 
follows: 2 smallpox, 1 diphtheria, 1 whooping cough, and 1 tetanus. 
Although the total number of immunizations completed was very small, 
it must be remembered that the purpose of Child Health Conferences 
is to provide physical examinations for infants and children of pre- 
school age so that any deviation from normal can be discovered and 
referred to the family doctor for treatment. This service is made avail- 
able to you through the combined efforts of your community and state. 


During the year 1951, the Civil Defense program will undoubtedly 
become very active and, among other things, immunizations will be 
stressed. In the event that an emergency arises and Maine is used as 
an evacuation area, we must be prepared by having our own population 
protected as much as possible against communicable diseases. For this 
reason, it is hoped that everyone will take advantage of the opportunity 
when it is offered. 
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Plans for your town in 1951 will include continuing Child Health 
Conferences, more extensive home visiting, audiometer testing in the 
schools, and organizing a good immunization clinic. 


With your cooperation, it is hoped that we can build a good health 


program for your community.

Again this year, according to law, samples of the water used for 
drinking and culinary purposes at each school, were submitted to the 
State Department of Health and Welfare for chemical analysis. 


WATER TESTING IN SCHOOLS 
To: Superintendents of Schools 
From: Fred L. Kenney, Director of Finance 
Subject: Water Testing Law 
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As a service to superintendents I am offering below a copy of the 
ruling made on 17 August, 1950, by Ralph W. Farris, Attorney Gen- 
eral, on this matter. A recent indication to the contrary was expressed 
in the November issue of THE MAINE TOWNSMAN. The legal 
counsel at that time apparently had not heard of the Attorney General’s 
ruling. 

“T have your memo of August llth enclosing a copy of a letter 
which you wrote to Paul A. Smith Co. under the date of February 13, 
1948. You state that at the time Chapter 305, P. L. 1947 was enacted, 
the question arose as to whether the charges for water testing billed by 
the State Department of Health should be paid from municipal school 
accounts or from incidental or contingent funds. On February 12, 1948, 
Mr. Ladd, Deputy Commissioners Libby and Bailey, Deputy State 
Auditor Douglas and Chief Municipal Auditor Singer held a confer- 
ence and concluded that the municipal officers should pay these bills 
from their incidental or contingent funds. As said Chapter 305, P. L. 
1947 amended Chapter 22, R. S. the Health chapter and not Chapter 37, 
the educational chapter, it seemed a very simple conclusion to make and 
superintendents have been advised accordingly since that date. How- 
ever, you further state in your memo that several superintendents of 
schools are reluctant to ask the municipal officers to pay these bills from 
the incidental funds, and would like a memo from me in support of 
your conclusion. 

“Tt seems to me that this is a matter of administration; but it is 
my opinion that as the amendment was to the health laws, the bills 
should properly be paid by the municipal officers from the incidental or 
contingent funds. ‘This is a health measure and not an educational 
measure. That it happens to affect a group of children and teachers 
does not necessarily put the burden on the school funds to pay the cost 
of water testing under this amendment.” 


EQUALIZATION 

In December 1951, the Town of Rome will not receive any equaliza- 
tion money from the State. This is because the law states that the school 
tax rate for a town must be above the average if the town is to receive 
equalization; and the school tax rate for the Town of Rome is .01925, 
while the average rate for the several towns for school maintenance is 
02630. 

Our school tax rate is arrived at by dividing our local school mainte- 
nance appropriation which is $9,800.00 by the state valuation of the 
town, which is $509,000.00. 
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FINANCES 

The financial statement included in this report shows the total re- 
ceipts and disbursements of the school department for the year ending 
February 3, 1951. The total receipts for the year in the common schools 
and high school account were $12,240.90; repairs account $499.94; 
Superintendence account $400.00; books and supplies account $600.00. 
There is a balance in the common and high school account of $89.86; 
an overdraft in the books and supplies account of $47.01; an overdraft 
in the superintendence account of $174.36; and a balance in the repairs 


account of $432.11.

COMMENTS 


TREASURER 

All receipts issued by the Treasurer were checked in detail to the 
Treasurer's Cash Account. Banking is done with the Depositors Trust 
Company in Oakland. Schedule 3 showing receipts and deposits each 
month would indicate that the Treasurer has made deposits promptly. 

The Cash Balance was reconciled with statement of the Depositors 
Trust Company as of February 18, 1950. This reconciliation is shown 
in Schedule 1. 

By referring to the Balance Sheet under Liabilities, it will be seen 
that Withholding Tax and Teachers’ Retirement collected during Janu- 
ary and February, 1950, amounted to $82.07. By further reference to 
the Balance Sheet, under Assets, “General Cash,” it will be seen that 


64 


the Treasurer’s Cash Balance is only $25.61. It would appear from this 
that some of the money collected tor Withholding Tax and Teachers’ 
Retirement was used to pay town Warrants. 

Properly approved warrants have been diawn to cover all disburse- 
ments made by the Treasurer. These charges are shown against proper 
Appropriations in Exhibit C. 

Schedule 2, Outstanding Checks, discloses the fact that there are 
still outstanding a number of checks issued prior to January 1, 1943. 
{ would repeat my recommendation of last year that these old checks 
be cancelled and Surplus Account credited tor the total. By reference 
to this schedule, it will be seen that the majority of outstanding checks 
on February 23, 1950, are of recent date. All checks which had been 
paid by the bank up to June Ist, have been so indicated on this schedule. 

I would recommend that effort be made this coming year to get the 
accounts with George G. Downs and E. L. Blaisdell settled up. These 
items appear in Accounts Receivable and Accounts Payable. George G. 
Downs’ indebtedness to the Town is $18.22 while the Town owes him 
$29.66. E. L. Blaisdell is indebted to the Town for $12.84. Detail will 
be found in Schedule 6. 


Trust Funds in the custody of the Treasurer were individually 
checked with Savings Account Books and detail will be found in 
Schedule 9. 


Overdue Tax Anticipation Loans amounting to $4,000.00, were out- 
standing on February 23, 1950. Schedule 8 gives detailed information 
relative to this loan. 


Individual payroll records for Withholding Tax Purposes appear to 
be sufficient and all taxes withheld have been paid according to Treasury 
regulations. This also holds true regarding Teachers’ Retirement Fund. 


Attention is called to Schedule 4, Summary of Tax Liens, wherein 
it is disclosed that I was unable to locate four (4) tax liens as mentioned 
in this Schedule. I would again suggest that search be made to see if 
these tax liens can be located. I would also suggest to the Selectmen the 
advisability of making a study of these tax liens to determine whether 
or not items contained therein should be transferred and set up as Town 
Tax Acquired Property. 

Exhibit A indicates that at the close of the Municipal Year there was 
a Net Deficit of $135.94, as compared with a Net Surplus of $2,419.88 
shown the previous year. Analysis of Changes in Net Surplus will be 
found in Exhibit D.

2AX COLLECTOR 

The Tax Collector’s report is shown in Exhibit E. The amount 
properly charged to the Collector has been accounted for by Cash to the 
Treasurer, or remained uncollected as summarized in Schedule 11. 

Supplemental taxes were not properly committed, but apparently 
have been accounted for by the Collector. 

Abatement Book has been written up by your Auditor and properly 
signed by your Assessors. 

Payments on prior years’ taxes were carefully examined and it would 
appear that proper accounting by the Tax Collector has been made on 
all collections. 

On February 23, 1950, the Assessors in executive session voted to 
write off all taxes as appearing on the books for the years 1931 to 1943 
inclusive. They also voted to abate certain taxes for the years 1944 to 
1947 inclusive. Schedule 10 has been set up to show the individual 
items for the years 1944 to 1949 inclusive. 

In connection with the above writing-off of taxes, I have eliminated 
the Reserve for Tax Losses, as shown in Exhibit D. No further Reserve 
for Losses has been set up, as the amount of Uncollected taxes for prior 
years is now less than $600.00.

EXCISE TAX COLLECTOR 

Excise Tax Collections were verified from triplicate copy of receipts. 
Exhibit F has been set up to show that through error the Excise Tax 
Collector has not remitted in full, but still owes a balance of $12.54. 
which has been set up as Accounts Receivable. It would appear from 
dates on Excise Tax receipts and dates on Treasurer’s receipts that the 
Excise Tax Collector has not remitted monthly as required by law. At- 
tention was called to this last year.

GENERAL 
A test check was made of invoices and payrolls to an extent deemed 
necessary. This check indicated charges .to be correct and properly

My only external verification as at the close of the Fiscial Year was 
with the Bank to reconcile the Cash Balance, and Trust Accounts. No 
external verification of unpaid taxes was made. 

In order to assist the Overseers of the Poor in getting “ Other Town

Poor” accounts straightened out, I am submitting statements as part of 
this report showing the amounts due from Oakland, Jay and Hallowell. 
I am also submitting “State Poor” accounts covering Veterans No. 1 
and No. 3, which discloses that through errors $8.49 is not recoverable.

To Louise Drysdale, Constable of the Town of Rome, Kennebec 
County, Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are requested to notify and 
warn the inhabitants of the Town of Rome, qualified by law to vote in 
Town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall in said Town, Monday, March 
3, 1952, at 8 o'clock in the forenoon, to act on the following articles, to 
wit:

To see if the Town will vote to transport the High Schoo] 
scholars for the ensuing year if the parents will pay one-half of the 
transportation expense. 


Art. 8. To see what sum of money the Town will vote and raise 
for transporting High School Scholars. 


Art. 9. To see what sum of money the Town will vote and raise 
for Superintendent of Schools. 


Art. 10. To see what sum of money the Town will vote and raise 
for Support of Poor. 


Art. 11. To see if the Town will vote and raise the sum of Fifty 
Dollars ($50.00) for Public Health Nursing in the Town of Rome, 
said sum to be expended by the State Bureau of Health, for local service. 


Art. 12. To see if the Town will vote and raise the sum of Fifty 
Dollars ($50.00) to be paid to the State of Maine Publicity Bureau, 
to be expended and used for advertising the natural resources, ad- 
vantages and attractions of the State of Maine, in accordance with the 
provisions of Chapter 80, Section 95, of the Revised Statutes of Maine. 


To see if the Town will vote “ Yes” or “No” on the 
question of the appropriation of money necessary to entitle the Town 
to State Aid, for State Aid Highways, for the ensuing year. 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money the Town will vote and raise 
for State Aid roads. 


Art. 15. To see what sum of money the Town will vote and raise 
for Repair of Roads and Bridges. 


Art. 16. To see what sum of money the Town will vote and raise 
for Breaking Snow Roads. 


Art. 17. To see what sum of money the Town will vote and 
raise for the use of Belgrade Fire Truck. 
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Art. 18. To see what sum of money the Town will vote and raise 
for Contingent Fund.
